Uncle Sam is not simply pro- 


moting 
irrigation 
schemes-rushing 


through the construction 
of 
dam, 


head gate and ditch, as has been the 
case with the majority of the big 
irrigation stock and bond schemes i-n 
California, Colorado and other of the 
older irrigation communities he is not 
starting off the enterprise with cheap 
wooden and earth-work dams and flim- 
sy flumes with the idea of getting 
"promotion" money out of it and then 
leaving the settlers to hold the bag, 
as it were.
